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"Liberation" pains 
make for neurotic, 
yet rich women

Dr. Alexandra Symonds, 
psychiatrist and psychoanalyst 
at the New York University 
College of Medicine and Amer- 
ican Institute of Psychoanal- 
ysis, told an audience of 90 at 
McGill yesterday that neurotic 
dependency In successful wo- 
men result from the "pains of 
liberation". 

According to Dr. Symonds, 
this 'painful liberation' be- 
comes a source of anxiety for 
the career woman and develops 
into various psychosomatic 
symptoms such as depres- 
sions, phobias and insomnias. 

These phenomena have been 
widely observed as women 
have started to choose careers 
as part of their sense of identity 
rather than by necessity. Previ- 
ously women could only find an 
identity in marriage and family. 
Now that women have started 
to look for an Identity outside 
the home, they often find 
themselves emotionally unable 
to cope although they are intel- 
lectually capable. 

According to Symonds, this 
emotional breakdown is usually 
an anxiety reaction resulting 
from three main areas of con- 
flict. 

Career women have not been 
prepared for aggressiveness 
and competitiveness and 
therefore cannot defend them- 
selves appropriately in situa- 
tions which require such qual- 
ities. Women also experience a 
widespread fear of losing their 
'femininity' as their compe- 
tence expands. And " finally, 
successful women experience 
friction in their relationship 
with husbands and boyfriends. 

Explaining the emergence of 
the first area of conflict, Dr: 
Symonds refers to Karen Hor- 
ney's personality development 
theory based on repressed 
needs. According to Horney, a 
human being can only develop 
full potential if he or she fulfills 
three categories of needs": 
needs for dependency, needs 
for. detachment and needs for 
expansiveness. If any of these 
areas of needs are considered 
'taboo' in the society In which 
the individual is brought up, 
the growing human being will 
repress his or, her needs and 
will concentrate In the other 
areas. , 

According to Horney's theory 
women can only develop one- 
third of their full potential 
because they are encouraged to 



develop only their needs for 
dependency, repressing the 
other two categories. This atti- 
tude has been greatly rein- 
forced by Freud, who has pop- 
ularized the biological basis for 
feminity. 

The expression of these 
dependency needs translates 
Itself in the self-effacing per- 
sonality of women. Dr. Sy- 
monds describes it as women 
"having the center of gravity 
outside themselves" or as 
having the driving need to 
please others before them- 
selves. 

This self-effacing personality 
is best illustrated by the case of 
a woman department head who 
works a lot of overtime because 
she does not want to give too 
much work to her secretary. 
When asked why she doesn't 
ask the secretary to work over- 
time she says, "I can't because 
she might not like me". This 
compassionate woman is afraid 
of being aggressive because 
she has not learned to dis- 
tinguish between self-assertion 
and aggression. Men are sel- 
dom seen in similar situations. 
They also have a saying to 
justify their aggressive behav- 
ior: "Nice guys finish last". 

"Career women in these 
situations repress their anger 
and are consumed by self-hate 
about this passivity which 
makes them unable to state 
their own needs directly," says 
Dr. Symonds. 

A second area of conflict is 
faced by career women as they 
become fearful and apprehen- 
sive of becoming "masculin- 
ized". Very often, relates Sy- 
monds, female university stu- 
dents go into depression, leave 
their studies and get married in 
a process which Is referred as 
the 'declaration of depend- 
ence'. 

This neurotic fear of losing 
femininity is also encouraged 
In the nurturing period. This 
manifests Itself clearly in the 
process of separation from 
parents and In the eventual 
"deviation from normative be- 
haviour". 

Following the process of 
separation from parents," says 
Symonds, both men and wo- 
men experience an anxiety of 
existence. The experience for 
men does not become trauma- 
tic because they have been pre- 
pared from childhood for this 
eventual autonomy. An "auton- 
omous" woman, however, de- 
fies the laws of nature.

A majority of Vanier College 
teachers are now boycotting 
classes between 12 and 1:30 
pm to protest unilateral sched- 
uling of eight o'clock classes 
by the administration. 

The Vanier College Teachers 
Association (VCTA), decided to 
boycott midday classes at a 
meeting held on March 2. The 
motion to boycott succeeded 
with 31 supporting the motion, 
20 opposing it and two absten- 
tions. There are approximately 
375 members In the VCTA. 

At a student general assem- 
bly held yesterday, VCTA presi- 
dent Charles Levine and cam- 
pus principal Joe Zemanovitch 
debated the current VCTA 
pressure tactics. Zemanovitch 
stated that he had previously 
discussed the issue of eight 



pending promulgation. 

Levine stated that the tactics 
will continue until the teachers 
are satisfied with the solution 
of the issue. A student, un- 
happy with the situation, said 
he felt the teachers were using 
the students to further their 
battle with the administration. 
Levine agreed, saying, "Stu- 
dents are the only hostages we 
have," adding that the union 
would like students to agree 
with their move, but if they do 
not, there is little that can be 
done. 

Zemanovitch believes that 
the use of an eight-to-six 
o'clock day is justified because 
of a current limit* of available 
space. The administration is 
meeting with the VCTA today to 
try to resolve the Issue. 



Loneliness 
6 universal '

Clark Moustakas, author of 
several books on loneliness, 
offered the audience at Con- 
cordia University last night a 
"journey" with him into loneli- 
ness through his poetry, music 
and slides. He stated that while 
he would read directly from a 
p/epared text, they would not 
be just words on a piece of 
paper but "readings. . .that 
flow from my life-energy". 

Constantly throughout the 
evening he treated the audience 
to poetry reflecting his 
thoughts on death. "She is 
dying / Can I scream? / Would 
you care?", was one such 
verse. 

At set intervals Moustakas 
would stop reading his poetic 
narration of- his thoughts and 
life and play some music which 
was of "personal meaning" to 
him. While the music was 
playing he would circulate 
through the crowd, call on 
people to stand and then hug 
them affectionately. 

Moustakas told the audience 
that it was his personal convic- 
tion "that loneliness is a 
universal phenomenon". He 
also pointed out that there are 
two basic forms of existential 
loneliness — existential soli- 
tude and the loneliness of a 
broken life. Solitude was a form 
of loneliness that "dealt with 
the profound mysteries of life", 
whereas that of a broken life 
dealt with "rejection, misun- 
derstandings. . .illness and 
death". 

Moustakas pointed out that 
he had "chosen the path of 
loneliness. . .to seek myself In 
her world, and I have come to 
know people in the unviersal 
sense". He added that he wants 
"to be with the mystery of the 
living spirit that follows death". 

He also noted that "only 
loneliness will be able to 
provide the channel for a crea- 
tive life". Moustakas told his 
listeners that his book on lone- 
liness had opened up many 
such channels to those who 
had read it.

It is interesting to note that 
when Russian and Cuban 
spies are ejected from our 
country, as was the case in 
the past few weeks, the 
Government of Canada has 
few if any comments to offer 
on the whole affair. Yet, our 
same federal government can 
spend the better part of a 
week launching . a tirade 
against the seperatlsts that 
lurk within Radio-Canada sa- 
botaging the unity of our 
country. 

Jean Marchand claimed that 
if Canada is destroyed "The . 
Public Affairs Division of the 
CBC French network will be 
mainly responsible." The 
Prime Minister told his col- 
leagues to cool it and yet the 
very next day he Jumped Into 
the holy war claiming that 
"everyone, including high of- ' 
flclals of the CBC, would be 
prepared to concede that the 
overwhelming majority of em- 
ployees in the CBC are of 
separatist leaning." This Is 
true, but then so are the 
employees of just about every 
French newspaper and radio. 



However, it is one giant step 
from this premise to claiming 
that they are actively subver- 
ting the state. 

Once again a political lea- 
der has succeeded in promul- 
gating his own paranoid fears 
onto the public, much like 
Premier Levesque's "fifth col- 
umn" statements. Any mem- 
ber of the CBC can support the 
Parti Québécois if it is their 
heart's desire for, after all, 
they are a legal political party, 
not to mention the leading 
party of Quebec at the mom- 
ent. As to their sabotaging 
programs, no Liberal minister 
or the Prime Minster could 
come up with one substan- 
tiated example to back up 
their public ramblings at the 
mouth. At best, one minister 
complained of how the news 
broadcasts differed on the 
French and English networks. 

What we are witnessing on 
the part of the federal Liberals 
Is a direct attempt to promote 
fear among the populace and 
show the government's brave 
determination to fight separ- 
atism on the beaches if ■ 



necessary. Trudeau has even 
gone so far as to ask the 
Canadian Radio-Television 
Telecommunications Com- 
mission (CRTC) to conduct an 
inquiry Into the matter. This 
should serve his purpose well, 
for the CRTC is a government 
agency and hardly an impar- 
tial and independent body. 

in reality, the federal gov- 
ernment seems to desire the 
active propagation of feder- 
alism by the CBC in order to 
fulfill their "national unity" 
mandate. The real service of 
national unity by the CBC lies 
not In propaganda for the 
Government of Canada, but 
rather in programming that 
reaches from coast to coast- 
something which It already 
does. If there are different 
programs for the French and 
English networks, it must be 
remembered that for all their 
cultural similarities there are, 
as well, cultural and llnquistlc 
differences between the two 
groups. 

Direct political propaganda, 
by any party, separatist or 
federalist, Is to be opposed at

all costs. While the PM may 
poke fun at those who make 
"phony rushes to defend the 
freedom of the press," this is 
exactly what is at stake. 

The Quebec Press Council, 
which deals with any public 
complaints against the press 
in Quebec, has reacted swiftly 
and firmly against this pro- 
posed subserviency to any 
power, for they see a "risk of 
gravely compromising not on- 
ly freedom of expression but 



point out as well that journal- 
ists cannot simply appropriate 
some platform during a pro- 
gram without seriously com- 
promising their journalistic 
credibility. They added, that 
as of this day, the Quebec 
Press Council has not re- 
ceived one single complaint in 
regards to the separatist 
threat that is so upsetting the 
federal politicians. 

This whole issue can only 
leave one wondering, with 
Levesque's fifth column 
visions and Trudeau's separ- 
atist paranoia, where the 
future of Canada lies. Irres- 
ponsible outbursts such as 
these only serve to obscure 
the issues at hand. As regards 
the CBC, rather than talk of 
upgrading programming and 
cultural communication be- 
tween the French and English 
networks, the federal govern- 
ment has instead focused 
attention on a non-issue with 
a rallying cry of "Non aux 
séparatistes." You'd think 
someone would have learned 
by now.

At a recent conference, 
"Varieties of Feminism" at Sir 
George, one of the most vocal 
groups were the women repre- 
senting the Wages for House- 
work campaign led by Selma 
James. The basis of their cam- 
paign Is that cleaning, cooking 
and "sexually servicing men" 
are all forms of work which 
should be recognized as such 
and so paid for. Ignoring the 
degrading implications of be- 
ing paid for sex, It then be- 
comes clear to most people 
that housework is work. 

Cleaning floors, doing laund- 
ry and washing dishes are not 
most people's Idea of light 
entertainment. It is also clear to 
most people that housework is 
Important work — and socially 
important work at that. Society 
cannot function unless meals 
are cooked, clothing is cleaned 
and houses are kept in running 
0 order. Despite the fact that Ms. 
James declined to discuss the 
social importance of house- 
work in her opening speech 
that Monday night, housework 
has to be done. The question Is 
how and by whom. 



In capitalist societies house- 
work Is the responsibility of 
'Individual households and I» 
traditionally done by women. 
This causes a special burden 
for women. Either they are 
Isolated from other women and 
have great difficulty organizing 
around common struggles, or 
they work outside the home, 
making It easier to organize to 
defend their rights, but work a 
double shift. 

Wages for Housework con-' 
clones and even j encourages 
this situation. By proposing 
wages for • housework Selma 
James and company misdirect 
the struggle onto purely econ- 
omic grounds. The Impression 
her speech left was that women 
are oppressed anyway so they 
may as well get paid for It. But 
It was made clear by the end of 
the conference that most wo- 
men are not willing to settle 
for paid oppression. We don't 
want to see funding cuts for 
daycare, massive unemploy- 
ment among women, low 
wages and role stereotypes jus- 
tified by wages for housework! 
Housework Is not solely the job 



of women and Isolation in the 
home doesn't have to be their 
fate. Housework can and must 
be collectivized on a social 
level. It benefits the whole 
society and must be accepted 
as the responsibility of the 
whole society. But capitalist 
society will not take on this 
responsibility because it just 
isn't profitable enough. The 
only countries in the world 
where housework is not the ex- 
clusive responsibility of Indi- 
vidual women In their own 
homes are China and Albania 
where socialist revolutions 
have been fought and won. 

Does this mean that women 
should give up their present 
struggles and wait around for 
socialism to happen, as some 
of the speakers suggested? Of 
course not. Who is going to 
make the revolution? Both 
working men and women 
fighting together against their 
common enemy. It is In this 
light that the present struggles 
of women are crucial. It is very 
difficult for women to break out 
of their isolation without free 
day-care, mandatory paid ma- 



ternity leave and the right to 
work; it is not that women can't 
work, but it Is made difficult.

They are "last hired, first fired" 
and still struggling for equal 
pay especially In times of 
economic crisis such as now. 

If we want to win these 
struggles we should take our 
example not from world travel- 
lers like Selma James who fly 
from country to country 
preaching defeatism and divi- 
sion, but from Canadian 
working women who have 
already led struggles and won, 
such as the women at Quebec 
Poultry In St. Hyacinthe who 
convinced their male co- 
workers that their chauvinist 
ideas served only the bosses 
and divided the workers in their 
common struggles. They 
fought together to win wage 
parity and In July 1976 they 
won. 

We have to unite with the 
working-class around struggles 
like this to obtain our rights 
and continue the fight to end 
women's oppression complete- 
ly by ending the rule of the 
class which profits by it.

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Housing: development a;

Evidence of massive development In Montreal can be found 
everywhere, from the Olympic Village to Place Bonaventure and 
on virtually every street in between— walk through the Ghetto and 
witness the odd mixture of aging Victorian apartments and card- 
board hlghrises. 

Development, spread throughout the urban centre, has without 
doubt aided In creating a full-scale housing crisis. This crisis is 
reaching proportions similar to that of the post-war period, when 
barracks had to be erected and schools opened as shelters for the 
homeless. 

In the past 15 years 30,000 housing units have been destroyed 
while only 6000 units have been built to replace them. Instead, 
construction has centred around residential and commercial 
hlghrises. The vacancy rate for lower-income apartments has been 
reported at .1 percent and people residing in such forts guard 
them jealously. 

Quartier St. Louis has been one of the hardest hit by the 
housing shortage. One of the city's seedier districts, St. Louis 
stretches from McGill to St. Hubert and Is met on the north by Van 
Home and on the south by Sherbrooke. 

It includes the Ghetto, immigrants on St. Laurent and French 
working class neighbourhoods to the north and east. St. Louis 
was first developed In the 1840s to attract cheap labour from the 
rural areas of the province, but also served as the centre for 
European immigration in the 19th and early 20th centuries. Indus- 
try has since moved out or has become capital intensive and many 
of the residents are therefore on welfare or UIC. Developers have 
shown little concern for the future of these people. 

In St. Louis, some of the most pronounced effects of 
development and speculation have been: 
•Heavy construction along the busiest arteries such as Pare and 
Sherbrooke, near metros and on the fringe of Lafontalne Park; 
•Empty lots and carparks are gradually replacing apartment 
buildings In the vicinity of St. Laurent, which are held by 
developers; 

•Gradual deterioration and frequent fires. 

Although St. Louis has not been the only area hit by specula- 
tion, it does contain one of the most glaring examples, La Cité 
complex. 

La Cité is a huge hotel, shopping mall, apartment building and 
office tower sprawling over four blocks In the area of Pare and 
Prince Arthur. La Cité was built by the American Paxmil 
Corporation which had purchased parcels of land In the area 
during the m Id -60s. Because there was no restrictive zoning, little 
opposition met the demolition and construction. 

In fact, Mayor Drapeau welcomed with open arms any developer 
who could supply the city with a broader tax base. In the grana 
tradition of the PR which started with Expo, Montreal has 
endeavoured to project a vibrant Image worthy of investors. 

That the City has allowed La Cité to close off Prince Arther St 
for two years while construction is completed is indication of the 
co-operation' which exists between developers and municipal 
government. 

In order to acquire a large block of land on which to construct 
anything of decent size, the developer has to convince many 
people to sell. How does he /.she do It? 

First, it's necessary to buy a few holdings. Once owned by a 
developer, the value of these holdings shoots up, as well as that 
of neighbouring properties. With the Increase in value, 
assessment goes up, and with that, taxes. The smaller landlords 
have no choice but to sell out, so that the developer's holdings 
gradually Increase In size. 

, The next step is pressuring tenants to move out, wnicn can do 
difficult. However, by allowing deterioration and vandalism In 
already vacant apartments, or by withholding important services, 
the tenant is forced to give up the fight peacefully. (See box) 

From there, it's not too difficult to get a demolition permit 
which is obtained from the city and costs $1 per $1 000 of the prop- 
erty value. The only restriction is that the building must be unoc- 
cupied and not an officially designated historical landmark. 

When the Van Home Mansion (which was an historical land- 
mark) was demolished without a permit two years ago, the 
maximum prosecution on the books was (and still is) a $500 fine. 
Apparently, permits aren't much of a roadblock. Construction it- 
self has been limited within the past year by new zoning regula- 
tions, which prohibit highrise construction in certain areas. 

This has forced many developers to change their original plans, 



but they can still come out ahead. 

In a typical case for the Lafontaine Park area, a developer 
bought up a string of houses with the Intention of building a hlgh- 



'«'•««Pli"»*!'** 
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rise. When a ban was put on construction of over three storeys, he 
decided to either evict tenants, renovate into luxury apartments, 
or sell out. The tenants decided to form a co-op, and offered him 
the market price for his buildings, which he refused, fixing the 
price at twice what they had offered. When interviewed by a 
journalist from La Presse, he countered "And what law stops me 
from selling my property at the price I ask?" 

When tenants are faced with evictions or deterioration there are a 
number of alternatives they can opt for. They can give up and leave. 
They can fight the landlord to the end, by means of the Rental Board, 
lawyers, tenant organizing and, in the last resort, squatting. A third 
option is to buy up the building and form a housing co-operative, as 
thn Lafontalne Park people have attempted. 

The biggest problem with co-ops is money, difficult to get even 
in the form of a loan. There is one federal agency which works 
specifically in the area of promoting and funding co-operatives, 
but there's little money available at present. 

Toronto has 10 times the number of co-ops of Montreal, 
reflecting the fact that they've received 10 times more funding. Be- 
cause the municipalities have the right to determine how they 
want to receive their federal grants, the fault here lies with the City 
more than with the Federal Government. 

The organizations Involved in tenant problems vary greatly in 
Ideology and method. By far the most publicized of these is the 
Montreal Citizens' Movement (MCM). 

The oppostlon MCM has recently drawn up a formal housing 
platform that contributed ultimately to splitting the party. This 



platform, which was voted upon anrj 
for public control and ownersbi 
eliminating landlords and profits.

lay much of the blame on a "holy trinity" of landlords, big 
business and government. They have been labeled by MCM 
members as "defeatists and Maoists" but have been very 
successful nonetheless in mobilizing tenants.' 

What should be done to correct the pattern of unchecked 
development and housing shortages? It Is certain that the City 
needs to put a check on developers. Demolition permits should be 
made more difficult to obtain, and assessment laws which force 
small home owners to sell out should be adjusted. In this way 
speculation can be checked, to a certain degree. 

A comprehensive study should be conducted on the needs of 
the City vis à vis housing and development. Currently there seems 
to be no orderly pattern established. 

"These kinds of changes are needed," agreed one staff member
